FOR NOVEMBER UP 
19% ABOVE 1928 


Reports From 26 States 


Show Business at 
High Level 


EW YORK, Dec. 24.—New mo- 

tor truck sales in the United 
States in November kept at a high 
level in comparison with a year 
age, running 19 per cent. above 
the sales for the corresponding 
month of 1928 in the twenty-six 
states and the District of Co um- 
bia, from which complete registra- 
tion figures had been received up 
te today. 

This was in contrast to a 15 per 
cent. decline in new pasenger car | 
sales in the first seventeen states to | 
be heard from, as published in an} 
earlier issue of the Automotive Daily 
News. 

The twenty-six states reporting | 
complete truck sales for November 
were scattered throughout the coun- 
try and are thought to give an ac- 
curate picture of conditions in the 
entire United States. 

Southern states reporting are Ar- 
kansas, Florida, Georgia, Missouri, ' 
North Carolina, South Carolina and 
Virginia. Eastern states heard from 
include Delaware, Maryland, New 
Jersey and West Virginia. New 
England states included are New 
Hampshire and Rhode Island, while 
states reporting from the Middle 
West are Illinois, Indiana, Kansas, 
Michigan, Minnesota, North Dakota, 
South Dakota and Wisconsin. West- 
ern states reporting to date are! 
Montana, New Mexico, Oregon, Utah 
and Washington. 

The total registrations in these 
states and the District of Colum- 
bia for November amounted to 
12,308, as compared with 10,275 in 
the corresponding period of last 
year, an increase of 2,033, equal to 
19 per cent. 

This good showing for last month | 
enabled these states to maintain an | 
ageregate gain for the first eleven! 
months of the year over the corre- | 
sponding period of last year of above | 

per cent. The total for the} 
eleven months was 226,601, as agaist | 
148,036 in the corresponding period | 
of 1928, an increase of 78,565, equiva- 
lent to 53 per cent. | 

Eighteen of the twenty-six states 
reporting for November showed 
gains over the corresronding month 
of 1928. The eight states which 
failed to come up to their last year’s 
Mark were Indiana, Michigan, Mon- 
tana, North Carolina, North Da- 
kota, South Carolina, South Dakota | 
and Wisconsin. The District of 
Columbia also failed to achieve the | 
mark of November, 1928. The de- 
cline in mest cases was small. 

Only one state out of the twenty- 
six failed to register as many new 
commercial cars in the first eleven | 
months as in the similiar 1928 pe- 
riod. This state was North Dakota, |

Stewart Moter Corporation an- 
nounces a new one-ton truck 
chassis weighing 2905 pounds, 
less water, gasoline and o'l, to list 
at 8695 when equipped with a four- 
evylinder motor and $795 when 
equiped with a six-cylinder me- 
tor.

The truck type four-cylinder en- 
gine has a bore of 3%, inches and a 
stroke of 4% inches, giving it a 
piston displacement of 199 cubic 
inches.

|en distributor. The motor develops 
50 horse power at 2,600 r. p. m. 

The six-cylinder engine has a 
bore of 2% inches by 4% inches 
| stroke, with a piston displacement 
of 185 cubic inches. It develops. 55 
horse power at 2,600 r. p. m. Tt is 
of the L-head tyre of cvlinders and 
has a removable cylinder head. It 
is equipred with timing gears, en 
gine-driven generator, and water 
nump. Oiling system is of the force- 
feed type with gear-driven oil 
pump. Pistons are of fine grade 
cast iron, fitted with four piston 
rings. 

A heavy duty truck type four- 
speed transmission is standard 
| equipment and is of the unit power 
vlant tvpe, boltine direct to the 
flywheel housing of the motor. The 
main transmission shaft is 1% 
| inches in diameter and is support- 
|}ed on annular ball ‘bearings. Large 
| sized gears are used and are made 
|of a high-grade alloy steel, heat- 
treated. 

The clutch is of the single plate 
type. It is easily adjusted for wear 
and has a very smooth action, being 
eleven inches in diameter. It 
is also equipped with a vibration 
dampener to eliminate noise.

tion of how carefully manufacturing must be carried out, 
how closely buying must be watched, how keenly the labor 
factor must be supervised to enable American manufacturers 
to offer the remarkable vehicles that they do at the prices 
that prevail. 

By the same token, a very small increase in the prices 


products makes a tremendous 
difference in the economic condition of the builder. A price 
increase of $25 per car, for instance, would scarcely deter 
any one who needed a vehicle from buying, but it does give 
the manufacturer a margin which will enable him. to effect 
far-reaching merchandising improvements. 

To take a hypothetical case, suppose Henry Ford were 
to increase the price of his cars by $25. This would give | 
Mr. Ford an additional income on, say 2,000,000 vehicle 
units, of $50,000,000 a year. With this increase in receipts 
he could afford to raise dealer discounts and dealers would 
not have to sell as many units to make the same profit. Fur- 
thermore, dealers would not have to indulge in such long 
trading to sell the greater number of vehicles. 

The Automotive Daily News long ago said that prices 
for motor cars in this country were too low. The manu- 
facturers had based their prices on too high production 
schedules. They had not left themselves the necessary mar- 
gin to meet decreases in production if such became needful. | 
The result was difficulty for the manufacturers and troub'e 
for the dealers who had to sell a greater number of units 
than their territories justified. Inevitably dealers fell into 
uneconomic methods of trading. 

One of the most helpful signs of the present moment 
is the general lifting of prices by automobile manufac- 
turers. The price increases already announced have not 
been burdensome; they will average, we estimate, from 
$20 to $25 a car, but they have given the margin, the lee- 
way that manufacturer and dealer alike need to do 
business on a business-like basis. We look to see the 
1930 models priced slightly above the 1929 levels all 
along the line, and we predict that this development will 
make 1930 an even more prosperous year in the industry 
than the present cycle has been.

In Pennsylvania a large majority 
of the dealers are in favor of semi- 
annual state-wide inspections. They 
are almost unanimous in their desire 
for a permanent appointment for 
the purpose of inspecting equipment 
which in itself is an indication that 
the 50 cents fee in Pennsylvania 
paid the overhead 

While a majority of the Penn- 
sylvania dealers stated that they 
would not have applied for appoint- 
ment as official inspection stations 
had they not been assured by the 
association that they could charge a 
59 cent a number supplemented 
this statement with a _ postscript 
that competition might have forced 
them to apply or they might have 
serviced their own cars 

About 90 per cent. of 
bers replied that they were 
fied that a 50 cent inspection 
was sufficient to cover their over- 
head and that a $1 fee would haye 
been excessive and that the public 
under the higher fee might have 
reacted against future campaigns 

The members were a!lmest unani- 
mous in stating that the Bureau 
of Motor Vehicles could not hold 
a successful campaign without al- 
lowing the 50-cent fee. In discuss- 
ing the survey, Manager Klugh 
told the Automotive Daily News: 
“With respect to questions seven 
and eight, we find that 50 cents is 
satisfactory to all our members and 
allows them to show a slight profit, 
well as make valuable contacts 
with their customers and other mo- 
torists. I would not care to quote 
figures on these questions, due to 
the fact that there might be a mis- 
understanding by opponents of such 
campaigns. 

“A campaign is a wonderful thing 
for the automotive industry. This is 
the second campaign of this kind} 
we have held in Pennsylvania, the | 
first one being held in April, 1928. 
and was voluntary, while this cam- 
paign was compulsory by law. 

“The ideal way to hold the 
first state-wide campaign is to 
enlist the co-operation of all con- | 
cerned in a voluntary campaign 
without a 50 cent charge. This

“I would not go so far as to state 
that Pennsylvania could not hold 
without allowing a 50 
fee, but I would state, with- 
fear of contradiction, that a 
very casual inspection of mo- 
tor vehicles would be the result, 
and that alley garages would pre- 
dominate in the inspecting of mo- 
tor vehicles. It is a well known fact 
that in the larger cities, space in 
garages is at a premium, and 50 
cents scarcely covers the overhead 

“A campaign of this kind drives 
1,800,000 motorists in Pennsyl- 
vania into our official stations— 
about 6,600 in number—in a per- 
iod of forty working days. This 
means that every station handles 
approximately cars. if you 
have an even flow. This is not 
always the case, hence the neces- 
sity that many garages employ 
additional mechanics. It requires 
from ten to twenty minutes and 
an average of about eighteen min- 
utes to give a car a thorough in- 
spection, or three inspections per 
hour. 

‘When you consider the hourly 
rate for mechanics, along with the 
clerical work necessary in filling out 
the attached report on each car in- 
spected, and the attaching of the 
Sticker to the windshield, we, as an 
association, feel that 50 cents is a 
fair fee.”
